“WHAT WOULD YOU DO 
IF YOUR CLOTHES e 
CAUGHT FIRE?” 

More than 150,000 people are se- 
riously burned. é¢ach year when 
their clothing catches fire. Chil- 
dren. under 15 years of age and 
people over 55 years of age are 
most frequent casualties. Flame-re- 
tardant and flame-resistant fabrics 
have been developed and are being 
used increasingly in the manufac- 
turing of clothing. 

However, personal behavior is 


an extremely crucial element of wa} 


protection from severe burns, Kor 

example, a recent survey of 1, 800 

clothing fire cases compiled by ‘the 

Consumer Product Safety Commis- 

sion shows that in over half the 

cases, clothes had been contamin- 
ated with flammable liquids or va- 
pors when they ignited. 

_ Examples: 

—lLighter fluid is sprayed on 4 
charcoal fire to speed it along. 
The liquid or vapor falls on the 
clothing. 

—Someore working on an automo- 
bile wipes off gasoline onto his 
‘clothing, and then lights a cig 
arette, 

The best course is to rémove 
clothing that may be contaminat- 
éd with a fianimable liquid and 


- wash the skin—~and do it immedi- 


ately. If a person's clothing does 
ignite he should not run or starid. 
He should keep calm, quickly drop 
to the groufid, and smother the 
flames by rolling over and over. 
lt Is essential to keep the heat 
and flatties away from the nose 
and mouth. 

Rolling with hands crossed over 
the chest or with one hand over 
the face may deter the flames and 
heat from reaching the face. If a 
heavy blanket, rug, or coat is han- 
ays the individual should roll up 
in it, or others should roll it 
around the person. _ 

One of the esseritial ingredients 
for a fire is oxygen in the air. 
This oxygeti is restricted from 
reaching the fire by the stop, drop, 
and roll technique. In the absence

The first week of August has 
leap-frogged with some lightning 
cross the summer sky. Other 
days have been hot and humid, 

I Jook to the woodland beauty 
each morning and see the faint 
sun touching the forest around me 
and marvel at the prisms and 
glintings. On the dawn the spider- 
webs spread out -showing them- 
selves suddenly by the. sun-glisten- 
ed threads. 

On a day like this I took a boat 
ride down ithe pond ‘and up the 
Sanborn River.

There was just enough breeze to 
make*the poplars flutter jand gig- 
gle at the caresses of air waves. 

Squirrels leaped happily through-

After rowing for some time I 
turned back to drift with the cur- 
rent. 

Sometimes insects, like flies, 
beetles, white moths get trapped 
on water and struggle for a time 
in pinwheels of reflected light.

Also, Physician Assistants and 
Nurse Practitioners thave em- 
erged as new health care provid- 
ers, performing many of the tasks 
Which before were réserved for 
the M. D, and extending the range 
of services which ean be offered 
by a practice. Another major 
change in health care is that fam- 
ily practice is now respected as a 
board certified medical specialty. 


The Bethel Area Health Center 
is a community health center 
which continues the tradition of 
personalized family medical care 
in this, area avhile incorporating 
many of the changes mentioned 
above. It uses the skills of two 
medical providers; a family prac- 
titioner and a physician assistant 
as avell as medical support staff to 
deliver primary care over our 
area from Andover to Woodstock, 
and Rumford to Gilead. 


The term ‘“‘primary care” can be 


defined as the community-based,’ 


24 hour, professional medical care 
reqtired by an individual. It also 
offers a full scope of services. It 
is continuing care, meaning that 
the Center shares the responsibility 
for health care with the individual 
over time—from childhood through 
older adulthood. Because of this 
continuing nature of the family 
practice the time that the provider 
spends with the patient is cumula- 
tive.
